A hole about a foot square 
was cut through the table and this is 
fitted with a piece of rubber five- 
eighths of an inch thick resting on a 
wood base, and the whole rests on a 
post rising from the floor and standing 
on a rubber base. The letetrs are laid 
on the rubber square in the table for 
stamping and practically no noise is 
made. The remedy Is very effective 
and the Improvement will be appie- 
oiated by every patron of the office, a? 
It certainly Is by the postmaster anu 
his assistants. 


WANTS THE LAW RESPECTED. 


Town Clerk Noel is endeavoring to 


gut the doctors and undertakers to re- 
port births and deaths to him monthly, 
as the law requires. He says it has been 
the custom in this town to make these 
returns only once a year, which. Is con- 
trary to law, and Mr. Noel is working 
hard to stir up the doctors and under- 
takers on this point. They receive 2o 
cents for each birth und death reported 
and will probably be willing to comply 
with the law when it is made clear 
to them. There is a penalty for failure 
to comply with the law, which, recog- 
nizes the value of having births ain! 
deaths recorded within a reaaonablt 
time after their occurrence.

They were not new facts 
-which 


Chajrman Whltaker 
of 
the finance 


committee presented to the city council 
Tuesday night, but it was the flrst 
time they had been collected and stated 
with the proper conclusions drawn. And 
as facts the significance of which may 
not have been appreciated before they 
were put • together, they are fully as 
startling as if they «ere new. 
They 


show that the city now has a debt of 
nearly $45,000 more than at the begin- 
ning of the city's fiscal year; that the 
annual Interest for the next few years 
has been Increased by about $4,300; 
that the regular annual payment for 
the next few years must be over $65,- 
DOO; and that, on account of the re- 
funding1 of $30,000 this year and the 
normal school loan of $5,000, both of 
•which must be added next year, the 
payment next year will exceed slightly 
15100,000. 


Of the expenses which have made 


'this increase all have been well con- 
isldered by the counci^ and their judg- 
itnent has been agreed in by the ma- 
liority of the taxpayers, only one ap- 
jpropriation having met with any seri- 
!»us 
opposition. 
The 
expenditures 


'Which seemed advisable after careful 
consideration 
have 
exceeded 
the 


amount that was paid on the existing 
debt, and the increase was understood 
at the time. 


The chief points of importance are in 


fthe added warning that the increase 
Hhould give in regard to the careful 
Consideration of proposed appropria- 
iions, bearing in mind always the ful- 
,est meaning of the word economy as 
Well as the fear of increasing the city's 
financial burdens, and the single pay- 
Inent of $100,000 to be met next year, as 
U result of refunding part of this year's 
payment. 
Tha burden must fall as 


evenly as possible, and unless by Jeg- 
fslatlon the time of possible payments 
should be extended, an attempt should 
>e made to meet the amount due each 
year.

prominent in the political action of the 
Bar nsNociutlon here thi* year, would long 
ago have been elevated to a plaoe of dis- 
tinction in the state.

than he likes his dinner, arc! his activities 
in campaigns for the past 20 years and hi* 
eminence ut tho bar have given him a rep- 
utation that i» certainly national in ex- 
tent. 
May he he will some time consent 


to accept u plnce in one of tho higher 
courts, and then, sny luwvers who know 
and admire him, the name of a great 
jurist will bo added to tho lists. 


"Yonnsr Mr. Hoot." 


Though Elihu Hoot is now a year or 


two over 50, it seems only yesterday that 
he was spoken of as "the promising young 
Mr. Root," and indeed bin nppearanco is 
moro youthful today than that of many a 
man who is sis or eight years younger at 
least. Possibly ho owes something of his 
apparent juvenility to his companionship 
with his boys, Elihu junior and Edward. 
Elihu junior is now quite a youth, but 
when be was only a lad his father used to 
delight in a frolio with him above nil 
things else, and doubtless now frolics with 
young Edward exactly as he once did with 
hie brother. 


This frolicking with his boys Js more 


than a fancy with Elihu'Root. He rcay 
realizu that it has helped to keep him fresh 
and young, but its basic reason at the be- 
ginning was development of body on the 
part of tho junior Boots, for, while the fa- 
ther desires his eons to develop intellec- 
tual strength, ho also believes physical de- 
velopment and mental force go hund in 
hand. 16 is likewise his belief that it's 
good for a boy to be chummy with his fa- 
ther, and that the desired chumminess can 
In no other way be so throughly fostered 
as by regular companionship in rough and 
tumble exercise; hence the frolics, which, 
in the case of Elihu junior generally came 
before breakfast, and sometimes consisted 
of such boisterous play that both father 
and sou were winded in the fraction of a 
half hour. 
After breakfast they were 


often seen walking down town together, 
the father en route to his office and the 
lad on the way to school. Probably thia 
practice is now kept up between the father 
and the ynunger son, though this is only 
a conjecture. 
The older boy must by this 


time be in college. 
«• 
Mr. Itoof • Professional 'Work. 


Though Elihu Boot and Joseph H. 


Choato aro the best of friends In private 
life, they are frequently pitted against each, 
other in important cases, as they were a 
few years ago when the famous Hocking 
Valley case, Involving $8,000,000 or 
thereabout, was before the courts. I have 
forgotten how many *!*r:c:: that uase was 
tried—twice certainly, and parhaps three 
times. At all events Choate got a verdict 
on the first trial, while Root won out on 
the second. 


Boot was a leading man in the legal 


dramas played when the Stewart, Hoyt, 
Hamersley and Fayerweather wills were 
contested, and he defended the estate of 
the late Robert Buy Hamilton against the 
assaults of Eva Mann, whose attempt on 
his life at some place on the Jersey coast a 
few years ago was followed Immediately 
by a great scandal and a little later by his 
death in the far west. 


In that case Elihu Boot covered himself 


with glory, and he accomplished this by 
studying both sides in all their bearings so 
thoroughly that he knew tho claims of the 
opposing counsel better than they them- 
selves knew them. The mastwry of de- 
tail's is, in fact, Mr. Root's strongest point. 
It has made him one of the most dreaded 
cross examiners among New York lawyers 
tiday. It wae as a cross examiner that ha 
was able to snare the late James D. Fish, 
president of the Marine bank, in the never 
to be forgotten Grant and Ward litigation. 
In that instance Mr. Boot displayed a de- 
gree of knowledge of the facts on both 
•Ides that called out unbounded admira- 
tion alike from his opponents, the judge, 
the pnMio »nd tho uowspapers. He is not 
a brilliant forensic-orator; but, knowing 
what he wishes to say, he says it simply 
and convincingly. 


Mr. Root In Politico. 


Like Joeepb H. Ohoate, also prominent 


in the Bar association political fight, and 
unlike Bourke Cockrau, Elihu Boot Is a 
Bepublioan, and all his political work has 
been done for and in behalf of that party. 


In 1894 he was seriously talked of for 


governor, but the talk all stopped when it 
got to his cars. Years before that he had 
consented to run for a judgoahip In Nevr 
York, but that was before he had won his 
present big practice, and, to his present 
satisfaction, he was defeated. When Ar- 
thur was president, he mado Root United 
States ilist7-iefc attorney for New York in 
place of General Stewart L. Woodford, 
since minister to Spain, but that is tha 
only office Root has over held excepting 
that of delegate in 1891 to the state consti- 
tutional convention, a place to which he 
Bays he diuirt dream of being elected or 
ho wouldn't have thought of running. 


Ho was prominent in the movement for 


municipal reform In 1871, and he served 
one term In the place now held by Bepro- 
Bcntulive Qutgg as ch.iirnwn of the Bo- 
publican county committee. He has never 
been noted as a political friend of Senator 
Platt. 


At, the some time ho has generally stocd 


by tho nomiiircs of his party, evon in mu- 
nicipal casupiiipns, and never has been 
known to bo lukewarm In a stata or na- 
tional flsht. Ilis work this year has been 
far more strenuous than usual, since ha 
believes his own profession will be spe- 
cially affected by the result. 


Fer«onml Point*. 


Elihu Root's father was professor of 


mathematics in Hamilton college, but tho 
boy had to work iiis own way through col- 
lege,'which ho did mainly by teaching 
school. Pie is now rich through his prac- 
tice, and tho fee must be a big one that 
tempts him to accept a cose. 


In person ho is 5 feet 10 inches in height. 


His faco is ruddy. His hair is still thick 
on the top of his head and chiefly brown, 
tWun'u Jiuru auu iliuro u kilvui- UireaU luuy 
bo found. His movements are quick, but 
not nervous. His voice bs>« good volume 
•nd ugrccablo tone. He dresses well, but 
Hot HO well as to be obtrusive. He is pop- 
ular In society whenever ho can find time 
to show himnelf, which Is not often, and 
he belongs to no end of clubs.

Everyone who saw Rttd at the 
Sherwood Mouse has been questioned, 
livery stable keepers have been made 
give an account of the ttoangs of all tl^elr 
teams Sunday night and Monday morn-

Yesterday it was said that for a, week

into prominence and the eyes of the na- 
tions which have hoKings in the dirk 
continent are centered on the harbor of 
Lorenzo Marques, Delagoa Bay, and the 
railroad which runs through the state 
of East Africa and close to tho border 
of Zambezia, through which country will 
pass the railroad England proposes to 
build from Cape Town to Cairo. It is 
well known that Portugal is in a bad 
way financially and that she is desirous 
at disposing of her holdings in Africa 
in order to secure funds with which to

East Africa in possession of England 
greater facilities will be afforded her to 
complete her one great project in the 
iark continent—the railroad from Cape 
Town to Cairo. There is little to be 
feared from either the natives or the 
other powers who hold possessions in 
the southern part of Africa. England 
already holds most of the territory and 
is mistress of the situation, both in 
the south and along the east const. The 
only matter now to be settled is that 
between England and France in the Su- 
dan country, whc-re the troops under 
the command of Sir Herbert Kitchener 
have won many victories and extermi- 
nated the dervishes. The French forces 
have occupied Fashoda, and when this 
trouble is settled, as it is believed it 
will be without any serious clash, the 
way from Cape Town to Cairo will be 
clear.

While some 
of the officers were at the United club 
at Yokohama they dined from the funeU 
from three bureaus and three dozen 
hammocks sold to a dealer in second- 
hand material. Everything on the ves- 
sels that could be removed, was dis- 
posed of and the officers were obliged 
leave one of them behind in order t, 
secure enough fuel and supplies to get 
the other to the home country.

it up, but there is also an agreement by 
which Germany must sanction the 
transfer of the territory. It is now be- 
lieved that Emperor William would not 
hesitate to give England the property 
and possession of the railroad to Pre- 
toria, as he places no great reliance in 
the representations ' of the Transvaal 
government in the matter and he has 
learned that Dr. Leyds and the state 
machine behind him at Pretoria have 
interposed every possible obstacle to 
the improvement of transportation fa- 
cilities. England also has a treaty with 
Portugal respecting the transit of goods 
in bond between the British South Af- 
rican company's possessions and the 
Transvaal, whereby all articles landed 
in Delagoa Bay are sent into the Trans- 
vaal in sealed oars, and thence over the 
new railroad from Delagoa Bay, which 
run« west by north to the terminus at 
Fort Salisbury, where there Id a junc- 
tion with the main line from Cape 
Town. The road has been surveyed as 
far north as Ujijl, where Livingstone 
died. It wa* to this road that Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener referred when he tele- 
graphed to Cecil Rhodes after the fall 
of Omdurman "When are you coming 
up?"

It is said that nowhere in the world 


outside of the Philippines, the Tread- 
v,'-;ll mine of Alaska excepted, is pay 
ore found within a few hundred yards 
of the anchorage of seagoing vessels. 
In one place on the Pacific coast of 
Luzon a narrow peninsula juts out into 
the ocean—a headland of white and 
glittering quartz. 
This is a vast de- 


posit of gold- ore, and at the present 
time is being prepared for the reception 
of a crushing plant and appurtenances. 
As might be expected, native mining 
work is exceedingly primitive and 
wasteful. 
The people readily adapt 


themselves, however, to scientific meth- 
ods and make gpod workmen, conse- 
quently there should be no difficulty in 
the development of mining under Amer- 
ican control. 


Large deposits of copper are known 


to exist, and the Tgorrotes. who inhab- 
it the central mountains of Luzon, have 
carried on copper mining for centuries. 
Copper utensils made by them are com- 
monly used in Manila. The ore found 
at Muneaven contains upward of 16 per 
• ent of copper. 2t per cent of sulphur, 5 
, ier cent of antimony and 5 per cent of 
•rr-enic. The natives get their copper 
' v placing fragments oi' ore bearing 


•• k in a round hollow in clayey ground, 


• th which a conical funnel of stone is 
-nnected- A fire is lighted in the cav- 
,y, nnd blowers of bamboo are used for 


nflucing the draft.

,-sirity has been found in different pirts 


f Luzon and is used in the local smith- 


ies and small foundries for making 
arms and implements. Coal mining has 
been entirely neglected, but there are 
undoubtedly valuable deposits on sev- 
eral of the groups. 


Gems of value have been found in the 


interior valle3's of Luzon, and as beau- 
tiful pearls are often brought to Mani'a 
for sale there is reason to believe that 
the pearl bearing oyster exists on the 
coasts of the islands.

section is the Kaffir-Zulu. The second 
is the Swazi, who, while powerful find 
intelligent, is Inferior to t!i" kr.:nr 
proper. There are four or hn- types 
below these. They are nonbelligerent 
and even timid In character. Many of 
the Portuguese marry the tribeswomcn 
or the half castes in the district, while 
there is a large number who live to- 
gether without the formality of a mar- 
riage ceremony. The result of this con- 
dition has been the evolution of very 
mixed breed*. Men as black as negroes 
claim to be Portuguese. The Africans 
who have the slightest degree of Por- 
tuguese blood resent as an Insult any 
reference to their color or being called 
anything but Portuguese. 


The native* are skillful fishermen, 


and the fish market of Delagoa Bay is 
proverbial for the excellence of its food 
supply. There are many herds of cattle 
and an abundance

veal, though on account of the heat of 
the climate and the ranknesa of the 
vegetation the beef Is lean, tough and 
poorly flavored. Eteef may be purchased 
for 5 cent* a pound, while the poorer 
cuts *ell for 2 cent*.

Final Exercises. 


MEN WILL ILTtiEIRPAY LATER 


Great Reception for the Men in Spring. 


field, Where Regiment Gave Its 


Last Parade.

(Special dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Sprfinsfiold, 
Nov. 
3—The Second 


regiment, Massachusetts volunteers, 
was mustered out in this city today. 
The occasion was one of the most strik- 
ing exhibitions of enthusiastic patriot- 
ism that the city has seen for many 
years, the crowds on the street for the 
parade of the regiment far outnumber- 
ing- that which saw the regiment de- 
part in May. The day was perfect, and 
everything conspired to make the affair 
a great success. 
, 


The only feature which caused criti- 


cism was the failure of the troops to 
receive their pay as they were mustered 
out of service. 
This 
affair nearly 


caused a crisis in the history of the 
regiment 
yesterday, ,the "Worcester 


companies especially being .very indig-^ 
nant. The facts in the case, however, 
remove all blame from the executive 
officers. The pay for all the companies 
except three or four was made up, and 
these were lacking on account of the 
delay of the company officers in mak- 
ing out thfr rolls. In fairness to all, 
Mustering Officer Weaver decided not 
to pay any of the troops till all could 
be paid. 


The various companies will be paid 


at their home armories, and it is ex- 
pected that this will be done in about 
a week. The mustering out ceremonies 
were rather uninteresting on account 
of this failure, the men merely step- 
ping forward fr,om the ranks as their 
names were called in company organi- 
zations. 


The parade was the great feature of 


the 
day. 
Thousands thronged 
the 


streets, and every company of the 12 
in the regiment was in line. If the 
cheering as the soldiers passed through 
the crowds was less than might have 
been, it was because an even hundred 
of them were not present, havf •: given 
their lives for their country, and 159 of'i 
the living were unable to be present 
on account of physical weakness. Of 
those who were in line, a number of the 
more weak v/ere in carriages. 


The out-of-town companies began to 


arrive soon after S o'clock. Company 
M of Adams was the last to come, 
reaching here at about 9 o'clock. They 
were formed in line near the station, 
and at 9.30 were met by the three 
Spring-field companies. At 10 o'clock, 
headed by the Second regiment band, 
the regiment started for its last regi- 
mental march, under the arch up Main 
street to Court square. 


Every man in the regiment had been 


provided with a national flag, and 
nearly every building along the line 
of march was profusely decorated. The 
The men waved their flags in recogni- 
tion of the cheers of the crowds, and 
with, them saluted Governor Wolcott 
and his staff, who reviewed the troops 
at the square. Governor "Wolcott was 
accompanied 
by 
Ajutant 
General 


Palton, Col. Roger Morgan and sev- 
eral members of his staff, and on the 
reviewing stand at the city hall were 
the city officials and representatives of 
the cities and towns from which the 
companies came. 


At the reviewing stand three hearty 


cheers were given for each company as 
it passed. 


After marching around Court square, 


the regiment marched to Howard 
street, where the companies separated 
and made ready for the mustering out, 
which was private. 


Return of Company ]Q~. 


Company M will leave Springfield in 


time to reach Pittsfleld at 7.05 this 
evening. There the company will be 
met by the city council of Pittsfleld, 
with St. Joseph's band, and escorted 
from the station. 
A lunch will be 


served the men there, and after a wait 
of two or three hours, a special train 
will bring them to Adams. 


The company left Adams this morn- 


ing, 
with little notice on the part of 


either Adams or Pittsfleld, the inten- 
tion being to make the great reception 
on their return. Pittsfield is planninig 
to give them a reception that will long 
refrfaiil'in mind as one of the pelasant- 
est features of the company history.

PASSED A WORTHLESS CHECK. 


Local Man Secured Money in Fitchburg 


to Ssnd His Wife Here. 
Pleaded 


Guilty in .Court, 


Clement H. Reed, who claims this 


city aa bis home and says he has a 
wife living here, was in the police court 
in Fitchburg yesterday on complaint of 
Hugh Ferguson, who runs a boarding 
house in Fitchburg, charged with ob- 
taining Jll by false pretenses, through 
the medium of a worthless check. He 
pleaded guilty, and said in extenuation 
that he badly needed money and want- 
ed to send some to his wife here. 


Reed went to Fitchburr on Monday, 


and went to Ferguson's boarding house, 
where he had been on a previous oc- 
casion when employed there. Mr. Fer- 
guson supposed he was still in the 
same business as before. On Tuesday, 
Reed asked Mrt. Ferguson to cash him 
a check for $24.92, given Reed by a 
Manchester, N. H., man BO he claimed. 
Mr. Ferguson demurred, saying he did 
not like to advance money on checks, 
and moreover, did not have $24 in his 
possession at the time. Reed said the 
check was all right and as he was 
without money, would be glad if he 
would let him have what he could 
spare and the balance later. Finally 
Reed v/as given $11. 


Reed made certain statements that 


Mr. Furguson doubted, and that he 
finally found to be false; among them 
remarks that he had two men coming 
to work with him, and that he had a 
horse and carriage at a livery stable 
in Leominster, where he had been at 
work. As the two men did not show 
up Mr. Ferguson, while out walking 
with Reed, Tuesday evening, left him 
and communicated with the stable by 
telephone only to find that Reed had 
no team there. 


Mr. Ferguson 
then, point blank, 


charged Reed with deceiving him and 
communicated with the police. Reed 
finalry admitted his guilt and tried .to 
get the check back, and made^a grab 
and tore part of it off. Mr. Ferguson 
agreed to let the matter drop if Reed 
would give him back his $11, but this 
he could not do as ho said he had sent 
$8 of it to his wife. He pleaded hard to 
have the matter dropped and made 
many promises, but 
Mr. Ferguson 


would not consent unless he was re- 
imbursed. 


At the police station in answer to { 


questions Reed said he was 31 years old 
and had a wife in this city to whom he 
sent part of the money. He affirmed 
Chat the check was given him by a 
New Hampshire man, although he 
previously acknowledged to Mr. Fer- 
guson that it was bogus. 


Reed claims to be a very respectable 


young man and has that appearance. 
lie says he was In hard straits and will 
make '-the amount good if given a 
chance.

The question as to what constitutes an 
alteration to a street or highway 
under the state law and the decisions 
of the supreme court was included in 
the debate which lasted several hours, 
Lawyers Couch and Wood opposing 
each other. 
The section in the city 


charter on the point of proper authori- 
ties was also involved. 


The case ol Mrs. Ida F. C. Simpson 


against this city for damages to her 
property by the changing of the Eagle 
street grade, was begun in the super- 
ior court at Pittsfleld yesterday after- 
noon, the jury having previously 
viewed the property here, as reported. 
The trial continued all day. 


In 1S96 the city raised the sidewalk 


in front of her property on Eagle 
street some 14 inches. This set the 
surface water back on her land and to 
overcome that the lawn had to be 
raised to correspond with the grade of 
the sidewalk.
